Tho operations of tho coal monopoly cut

Last mouth tho average earnings 


of thoso laborers worn twelve dollars each 
and now, with :H),(inn thrown out of work, 
starvation is imminent in many localities. 
It is a miserable lifo at the host. 
Tho 


laborers in tho mines are chiotly emigrants 
from the lowest class of soeioiy abroad, who 
bring with them tho traditions of genera- 
tions of degradation and tho experience of 
lifo iu such regions as the notorious "black 
country" of England. Thoir work hero is 
dehumanizing in its influence, and the tcn- 
doucy of their mode of lifo is lo oven greater 
demoralization. 
Out of this class 
has 


grown the infamous order of Mollio Mo- 
guires, which four years the groat State of 
Pennsylvania^ found itself unable to control 
or keep within the hounds of law and order. 
To roduco such n class of men ns this to tho 
verge of starvation is .to create an clement 
moro dangerous than is readily understood; 
but this is what tho operations of tho coal 
monopoly effect. 
The frequent unnecessary 


suspensions of work, ordered for tho pur- 
pose of causing nn artificial scarcity of coal 
in Iho market, are responsible not only for 
tho individual suffering which thoy bring 
about, but for tho further degradation of 
tons of thousands of dangerous men.
